In the Wawel Cathedral was held-in 
former days the splendid ceremony of the 


‘coromition of the Kings of Poland. 


Polat elected her rulers and, to avotd 
the embarrassment of a king witli ne 
crowned head, it was-customary not to con- 
sider a deceased sovereign's reign at an end 
until after has ltial, As elections some- 
times were prolonged by polttical debate 
and even.open conflict, this inpeartant fure- 
tion of burial was often delayed: lit, no 
matter, Poland was not without a king! 


KESCIUSERO, WHO FOUGHT POR AMERICA, 
LIES NURITO IN THE WAWEL 


The Cathedral ts a shrine to the Poles nat 
only for its intimate associations with their 
past rulers, but because bere lie Folonel’s 
naitinal heroes. In the gloomy crypt rests 
John Sobieski, that gallant general who led 
a valiant Polish army against the ‘Turk arid 
gave him a terrible drubbing before the 
walls of Inrd-pressed Vienna in 1683, thus 
with one decisive victory stemming the in- 
vasion of Europe by a Moslem horde, 

Neat by lies Kosecinszko, who fought so 
brilliantly for the cause of American inde- 
pentlence that Washington made him ad fue 
fantand Conpress honored hom with Amer- 
icin citizenship, a pension, Linder! estates, 
and o eonumission os bripadwr general. He 
isa national hero to Poland because he led 
his conmryimen in their last desperate stan 
ditainat the overwhelming armies of Pris: 
sin ond Russa, who with Austria later ci- 
wided her lands among themselves, 

Adam Micktewiez, Poland's poet pa- 
triot, alsa rests in this hallowed shrine (see 
Color Plate VL). 

The Wawel was the nucleus of Kra- 
kiw'sstone wall of defense. It formed the 
apex nf the giant commimcpia whose euthine 
the rantparts resembled, Mow, where deep 
meats and) towering walls once stood, a 
park ts the playground of youngeters. A 
comimonplice trolley ambles through the 
narrow portal of the Florian, fast of the 
city gates, and skirts close to the Rondel, 
a spade-shaped fort which bristles with 
péepper-liax pinnacles.

SURVEYING SPITSBERGEN BY AIM 


Pilot Neumann and ! traversed a con- 
siderable stretch of the Arctic repions, 
Adter ao few reconnoiterme flights, we 
started with our Junkers hydroplane, Type 
F tg, ancl flew, in 6 hours 40 minutes, over 
the highest peaks of Spitsbergen, as far os 
the Hinlopen Strait and the North East 
Land. Prom there we tetormed along the 
Innembcent fjords of the west canst to our 
staring point the whale-fishing station af 
Green Plarbor ‘This was the end of the 
Spitsbergen Expeditin (see pp. 467-8), 

TL returned home with valuable experi- 
ence. Often, during my flights aver the 
mountains of the “Land of the Midnight 
Son,” which reminded me very mich cf 
the Alps athome, | fancied myself over the 
highest peaks of the Bernese Oberland. 

After this first and wonderfully suecess- 
ful journey in the Far North, | often trav- 
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cled in thought inte forcign countries: Tn 
the winter of tg24-25 | begun a distant-air 
excursion. | started) from the Lake of 
4urich and flew vin [taly, Greece, Turkey, 
an Iraq to ‘Tehran. The Junkers Works 
aml the Persian Goverment engaged me 
for this fight. ami pecially the energetic 
Persiin ruler, Reza Khan Palilevi, wished 
ine to demonstrate the great value of air 
tmifie to his ecuntry. 


Under the protection of Reza Shah, fF 


made various fights in Persia dure it 
twh months” snjourm, My mission was to 
chart the tost suitable air lines in that 
country. Ohuce 1 traversed the high pisses 
af the Elburz Mountains to the Casptin 
Sta; at ancther time | flew over the 
tiysterinus plices of Isfahan anc Shiraz 
as far as the Persian Gulf. 

The culminating achievement of my Per- 
sian fights was to cross the premier moun- 
tain in Persia, the iee-crowhed Demavend," 
which towers to a height of 18,fo0 feet, 

That flight is indelibly impressed on my 
memory, as Twas the first to fy overit. I 
wrote Inv diary at the time as follows: 

“The oth of March, 1925, the list day 
of omy Hying activity in Persia, dawned 
with a cloudless, deep-blue sky and brilliant 
sautshine, It could hardly be otherwise, 
During my 43 days’ sojourn in Persia two 
days only were dull ane rainy—an ideal 
country tor air traffic.” 

Chutsivle the pates af Istnhan, where we 
iimde our last preparations in the midst of 
a great crowd of onlookers, the sun shone 
with astuunding power. The high chain 
of monntnins in the north, which | had to 
Hy over, was not discernible, however, on 
nocotiit Of the mist; bot the view from cur 
high starting place aliove the town Lviny 
below us and ower the surrounding moun- 
tains was erchantingly beautiful.

Progress is slow in some phases of its 


development, for the Anatolian peasant is 
fundamentally a conservative of conserva- 
tives and has proved acqiiescent rather 
than enthwsiastie in accepting. reforms, 
However, more change probably has come 
into his life during the last decade than in 
any century that has gone before. 
fe nd longer owes allegiance toa Sultan 

nf the House of Osman, but serves the 
Turkish Republic, 

By Government order he doesnt wear a 
ice any moore, Not that there wis atny- 
thing economically unsound shout a tex, 
but becouse the leaders who ordaimed its 
departure were keen paycholaists, and 
realized that their countrymen ecoul! not 
compete as well with representatives of the 
Western World while they wore a heaul- 
year that set them off as distinetly diferent. 

In accord with another official jrormul- 
gation, a Latin alphabet has replace! the 
heautital but cumbersome Arabic seript. 
Everyone set about learning this mew 
method oF written expression.” Choly a 
very stnall percentage of the popitilations 
could read or write the difficult Arabic 
chitacters, ane even these found the alpha- 
bet a handicap in commerctil dealings with 
foreigners.

The Ottoman Turks first appeared in 
ther present homeland carly in the 13th 
century, when a few thousand of them, 
driven from Central Asia by Mongol in- 
vasion, Settled near the present Ankara, 
Sixty-eight years later the Osman dynasty 
estiblishect itself and eventaally conquered 
a large territory extending into Europe 
and Africa, as well as Asin. 

Throuwh the sueeeeding centuries in- 
siiccessful wars followed the earher vic- 
Larios coimpaigns, with the pesalt that the 
fer-fling Empire wis reduced to the limits 
of the present Republic. That in some te- 
spects the shrinking process was a dis: 
muise) blessing, for it eliminated many of 
Turkey's polyglot racial problems. 

There are still within the country mi- 
nority groups of Circassians, Anmentins, 
Arabs, Kards; and Tarkomans: but. with 
the possible exception of the Kurds, whe 
are tarly numerous and intensely nation- 
alistic, these people clo mot Present grave 
difficulties. The Turkernans, who live near 
the western borders, are a nomarlic people 
and subsist alnvwost entirely on their flocks 
(see Color Plates Vl and VIIT).

3,000,000 (irecks living in Anatolia: and 
eastern Thoice, but those who stirvived the 
war of 1org-22 were removed to. Greece

LARGE CITIES ARE FEW UN THIS KEW 
REPURLIC 


Turkey's only large city is Istanbul (Cem- 


stantinople), amd since it has been shorn 


of its importance as the seat of govern: 
ment, many of its pahices are empty and 
in disrepair, and the Imeaars; while still 
wonderful, hive notthe variety of attrac- 
tiuns for which they were onee noted. The 
only feature which has mot changed is the 
matelless beauty of the Golden Hrrn and 
the Bosporus, as their blue waters reflect 
moasyue and minaret and crumbling for- 
[ress tower, 

Ankara, awkword ‘adolescent, throbs 
withenergy. Call the new Turkish capital 
An-po-ra and votrelate it to Angora cats 
and Angora goats. Call it Ankara, as the 
Turks do, and its name suggests the an- 
chor, paradoxical emblem of an inland city, 
wich marked its ancient cuits, 

Between the railway and the city, what 
was amilanal swamp has become a sports 
Neld.resort of fashion. Om the riviin street, 
up which hig buses climb to a shoulder of 
Citadel Hill, are crowded schools. Near 
the Museum, happily conceived! and taape- 
nifikenthy placed, isan equestrian statue of 
the first and present President of the Re- 
public, Mustafa Kemal Pasha, confidently

A STRING INDUSTEV—RAGSING STLEWORMS 


The modern world is marching so fast 
into the Orient that at best the old order 
of things will very soon disappear ard le 
forgotten. In fapan it is rapadly gear, 
and to & large extent it has deappenredt 
frean the port cities uf China. We would 
hasten te catch the humble atmosphere of 
the old order and preserve a little af it be- 
tween the leaves of oo marazme, in order 
that. it amay not be forgotten. 

There is-that wonderful springtime in 
centtal China! As you pass out of the 
city guies for a walk dlorie the sidrie- 
flagged country paths, you wall see the

mulberry trees stretching out their dis- 
torted bratiches like clenched fists to the 
passer-by. Partners in blue coats are out 
in these groves cutting off the tiew 
sprouts anil leaves and carrying them im 
lane baskets behind the high white walls 
that hide the farmhouses. You may not 
follow. The silkworms ore beng reared 
there, and the superstition runs among 
the chwntityfolk that the worms will dte 
if-a stranger looks ppon them, _ 

If an ordinary stringer could work 
eich havoc, what dire calamity might not 
4 foreigner bring to the precious silk- 
worms? Indeed, they are precious, so 
precios that if the weather is cool or 
riny the wore carry the tiny eggs im 
their ‘bosoms until they are hatched. 
Then the youn worms are lad in large 
flat trays in some «dark corner of the 
house, where they are fed with mulberry 
leave’ and tended carefully, lest cold or 
draft destroy them, 

Just once our opportunity to see the 
rearing Of the silkworms came through the 
alvancel idtas of some young Chinese 
women, teachers in one of the mew idlius- 
trial schools. They set aside the old super- 
atitions and even went so far as to imvite 
us te visit the school to.sce their silkworms_ 

We passed through a big central court 
to a room where a class of Poung girls 
sat. cutting wo oulberry leaves for the 
smmllest silloworms to ent and then inte 
another moot, dark and quiet, where were 
racks with great flat wicker trays piled

"They led its there on tiptoe, eantinn- 
ing us to make po noise; for, after all, 
evidently they thought it wise not to 
disregurd entirely the time-henctel su- 
perstithorn. re was no use letting the 
stlkworns kuow that foreigners were lowk- 
ing at then.
